Adams-Stokes attacks are not only seen ventricular asystole but 
also patients with abnormally rapid ventricular action, such ven 
tricular tachyeardia and ventricular fibrillation. the latter 
stances single ventricular contraction too weak produce pulse 
wave, These cases abnormally rapid ventricular action may rep 
resent the reported cases Adams-Stokes attacks. 
lar fibrillation supposed frequent agonal phenomenon and 
most cases are observed in serious heart disorde rs.
